Under the terms of the ordi-
nance “non-intoxicating liquor” is
held to include beer, lager heer,
ale, morter, and other brewed or
fermented beverages containing
more than one-half of one per
cent and not more than 3.2 per
centl of alecohol by weight.

Following the reading of the or-
dinance for the third time, Coun-
cilman Scott R. Ludlow moved for
its adoption, and the matter came
to a vote. IFour members prompt-
Iy voted “aye.” Councilman J. M.
Wright “no” and the legal sale
of beer In Torrance hecame a mat-
ter of record. by

Six classes of licenses were pro-
vided by the ordinance, to include
“on sale,”” which means that the
heverage is to be consumed on the
premises; “off sale” licenses which
eive the purchaser the right to
take the suds with him in its
original container; wholesale
Vieenses which. cover the business
of resale to retailers, and whole-
sule delivery which covers the
distribution to dealers but does
not  permit delivery to priyate
homes or consumers; “membership
club™ licénses with a high and
low fee according to the amount
of annual dues paid by “mem-
bers.” :

No beer will be permitted to be
rold in any retail establishment
for consumption on the premises
unless food is served with it as
a part of the order.

License  fees are - fixed at
amounts ranging from $7.50 to
$126.00 a .quarter, Class 1, in-
cluding restaurants,

All the common stock holders
of the bank have deposited additional collateral equivalent
to a 100 per cent assessment, and the question of reopen-
ing the bank on a 100 per cenjt basis is now squarely up
to the depositors. i

» Before the reorganization plan can be considered by
the comptroller of the currency, it is necessary that every
depositor sign the trustee agreement to transfer 59 per
cent of their respective accounts to the three trustees, who
in turn, are authorized to invest funds so transferred in
preferred, non-assessable, cumulative preterred stock, as
provided for under federal laws and regulations of the
United States omptroller of the currency. Trustees in
charge' are Frank Dalton, C. T. Rippy and A. E. Witt:

In order to clear up a misunderstanding on the part
of some depositors, the trustees point out that the new
trustee agreements nullify and supersede the former sub-
scriptions for preferred stock which were signed by a num-
ber -of depositors shortly after the banking holiday. Even
though a depositor signed the original agreements, it i
necessary under the new plan to again sign the trustee
agreement. The old subscription slips are cangelled and
afe being returned to depositors.

A large number of depositors have already signed the
new trustee agreements, and those who have not done so
already are urged to. do so at once. The escrow room at
the bank has been opened as depositors’ headquarters.

After an all‘night vigil which
lasted until 65:15 Tuesday morn-
